1 . The amendments filed on 1 1/22/2004 overcome (1) the objection to drawing, (2) 
the objection to specification, (3) the objection to claims, and (4) the 112, first paragraph 
rejection set forth in paper #17. 



2. Applicants' arguments filed 1 1/22/2004 with respect to the amended Claims 10-21 
and 39-41 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The claims are entered. The amended 
Claims 10, 15, and 20 indeed include all the limitations of the Claims 32, 36, and 43, 
respectively, which are objected in paper #17. The Examiner withdrew his statement set forth in 
paragraph 2, page 2 of the Advisory Action mailed on 1 1/19/2004. The Examiner apologies for 
the error. 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37

5. Claims 31-32, 35-36, and 42-43 are canceled by the applicants. 

6. Claims 1-30, 33-34, 37-41, and 44-45 (now renumbered as 1-3, 7-9, 13-15, 19-23, 
2630, 33-34, 4-6, 10-12, 16-18, 24-25, 31-32, and 35-39, respectively) are allowed.
